During Wednesday night's his­ 
toric fly-by of Mars the space­ 
craft sent hints that its camera 
tape recorder might not have 
worked as planned.

WASHINGTON 
AP — Few 
men ever disliked campaigning 
so heartily and did so much of it 
as Adlai E. Stevenson in two 
unsuccessful races for 
the 
presidency. 
The man who was the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nominee in 
1952 and 1956 and who died in 
London Wednesday left behind 
him a legacy of “ talking sense 
to the American people" -even 
if they didn't want to hear it at 
the time. 
His sparkling wit, his quick, 
brilliant mind, his unwavering 
integrity and his ability to wrap 
his ideas in shimmering pack­ 
ages of words survived Steven­ 
son's distaste for what he once 
called “ choice by huUabaloo" in 
the election of presidents. 


Stevenson said the candidate 
had to “ write at every chance, 
think if possible, read mail and 
newspapers, talk on the tele­ 
phone, talk to everybody and 
ride through city after city on 
the back of an open car, smiling 
until your mouth is dehydrated 
by the wind, waving until the 
blood runs out of your arm s.". 
Then, he went on, the candi­ 
date had to “ bounce gaily, con­ 
fidently, masterfully into great 


howling haUs, shaved and all 
made up for television with the 
right color shirt and tie — I 
always forget—and a manu- 
cript so defaced with chicken 
tracks and last-minute jottings 
that you couldn't {pllow it, even 
if the spotlights weren't blinding 
and even if the still 
photo­ 
graphers didn't shoot you in 
the eye everytime you looked 
at them." 
Stevenson desperately wanted 
to avoid taking the nomination 
in 1952 and run for re-election 
as governor of Illinois, where 
he felt he was getting his teeth 
into an important job. 
But circumstances and Harry 
S. Truman prevailed to shove 
Stevenson into a 1952 contest 
with Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower. 
At the beginning, Stevenson 
hadn't felt he and Eisenhower 
were far apart onforelgn policy. 
But in 1956 he 
campaigned 
desperately for the nomination 
because he felt that the Republi­ 
can administration was letting 
world leadership slip through 
its fingers. 


Again there was defeat. 
As Stevenson quipped, it hurt 
too much for him to smile and 
he was too old to cry.

Medical Services To Increase In The Bootheel

on the present and future of 
medical practice in South­ 
east Missouri written by Joe 
Bean of the Daily Standard 
Staff.

The key word in a projection 
of the medical climate of South­ 
east Missouri is more. More 
doctors, more knowledge, and 
more medical facilities are ex­ 
pected by those in the medical 
profession. 
Dr. 
John E, 
Dernoncourt, 
president of the SEMO Medical 
Association and a Charleston 
physician, foresees an increase 
in the number of doctors in 
a four-county region — Scott, 
New Madrid, Mississippi, and 
Stoddard—but a decrease in one 
type of practice. 
“Solo practice is on the way 
out," he said. “ The new men 
coming in are specialists." 
But the specialist entering the 
medical profession is not driv­ 
ing the general practitioner out. 
On the contrary, medical stu­ 
dents being graduated 
from 
school forsake the small town 


g. p. role to pursue a spe­ 
cialized or sub-specialized field 
of medicine. 
Caught up in the post World 
War H trend toward speciliza- 
tion in virturally every field of 
professional 
life, the com­ 
munity, near-city, and small 
city share a common problem: 
providing adequate medical fa­ 
cilities. 
Small communities 
in the 
SEMO Medical 
association's 
area without a permanent phy­ 
sician must obtain medical at­ 
tention elsewhere, Imposing a 
strain on both patient 
and 
doctor. 
“ There are physicians in this 
county," Dr. Dernoncourt re­ 
lated, “who must drive 35,000 
miles a year—within the county 
—making house calls. Added to 
that, they must still maintain 
their office practices." 
The patient who must wait for 
the doctor to drive to his home, 
or who must drive into a com­ 
munity to see a doctor, is en­ 
during a burden in addition to 
his illness. 
“ There is no over-abundance 
of doctors in the area." 


The problem of not enough 
doctors is not unusual among 
Southeast 
Missouri 
com­ 
munities; Cairo, HI., voted to 
lend a medical student almost 
$3,000 to pay for his last year 
of school. He must, in turn, 
repay the money and agree to 
practice in Cairo five years. 
There are, however, 
many 
funds available to medical stu­ 
dents who need financial assist­ 
ance for their education. TTie 
Sears Foundation is interested 
in 
maintaining the 
general 
practitioner in rural areas, and 
almost all of its money is 
directed toward that purpose. 
The American Medical As­ 
sociation has a fund, raised on 
a voluntary basis by member 
physicians, which is available 
to medical students. 
Many of the loans stipulate that 
the student must remain in a 
certain area for so many years 
of practice. 
The SE MO Medical association 
has no such fund, and many 
small towns—could they afford 
it—would still have difficulty 
attracting and keeping a per­ 
manent physician. 


“ Doctors are people," the phy­ 
sician said. And because they 
are people, they look for what 
a community 
has 
to offer 
besides 
potential 
patients. 
There must be good schools 
for the doctor's children, rec­ 
reational facilities for his fam­ 
ily, and the other added ac­ 
couterments for which a pro­ 
fessional man in every other 
field seeks before making a 
community his home. 
Precepts — medical students 
who spend a month or more 
with general practitioners—are 
almost appalled by the amount 
of work and time involved. “ Hie 
boys just don't want to come • 
back to a small town and prac­ 
tice," Dr. Dernoncourt 
ex­ 
plained, “ When they can go to 
a larger city, closer to all the 
benefits a large city brings, 
and enter a specialized field 
of medicine. 
The future. Dr. Dernoncourt 
believes, will see more joint 
offices, more clinics, and less 
“ solo practice." 
The lack—but by no means 
scarcity—of specialists in the 
area will attract more young 


doctors," he said. “But, you 
see, the demand for the practice 
of an intricate sub-speciality 
is so small in this area that 
a full-time specialist cannot be 
used.” 


More clinics and joint offices 
wUl mean more doctors and 
more medical facilities. The 
new clinics will be built to serve 
areas without a physician, much 
as 
a hospital is built to serve 
communities in a specific geo­ 
graphic area. 
But the small town must still 
fight for its physicians; the 
larger cities are 
also ex- 
■periencing a need 
for more 
qualified medical personnel. 
Almost any illness can be 
treated in the medical facilities 
now available to Southeast Mis­ 
sourians. But physicians, who 
can hold a new drug in their 
hands and say “ If I had had 
this drug 15 years ago, many 
of my patients would still be 
alive," are not content with 
just adequate medical facilities. 
Practicing doctors who must 
see between six and 40 patients 
*a day—the number varies ac­ 


cording to the doctor and 
kind of medicine he practic« 
face the task of keeping abr 
of the latest medical deve 
ments. 
Research laboratories, < 
companies, and medical j< 
nals all do their part in < 
seminating 
information, 
subsequently, bombarding 
physician with an 
avalju 
of vitally important lnfon 
tion. 
“Every 
doctor reads, 
’ reads, and reads—daily," 
Dernoncourt said. 
The 
purpose of the SE 
Association, 
its 
p resit 
pointed out, is “ strictly 
ucational. We meet as oftei 
doctors can meet together, 
hear outstanding speakers ir 
medical field discuss the la 
developments.

An intemperate attitude toward Communists 
is understandable. 
The Communists take full advantage of every 
freedom that this country offers while attempt­ 
ing at the same time to so weaken this na­ 
tion’s structure that it will succumb to its 
brand of human slavery. 
But the way to defeat Communism is not to 
refuse to listen to them. 
While it can be understood how North Caro­ 
lina’s legislature came to pass without debate 
or public hearing a bill to ban Communist 
speakers from the campuses of state supported 
colleges, it is not worthy of the tolerant, liberal 
attitude for which the Tarheel State has won 
an enviable reputation. 
This country has nothing to fear from speak­ 
ers who are known Communists. 
The speakers who are dangerous are those 
who, whil e not known as Communists actually 
are, and preach dangerous doctrines of op­ 
position to our natonal policy while posing as 
detached, objective experts in such fields as 
education, the professions and occasionally even 
in business. 
This country’s system of government is far 
superior to that of the Communists and it is 
foolish for any state to throttle debate or dis­ 
cussion by clearly identified Reds. 
The North Carolina ban has stirred con­ 
troversy in the legislative chambers, the uni­ 
versity campuses and in church pulpits in the 
states. The people and the legislature seem to 
favor it. The law should be repealed because 
it is foolish and unnecessary. Repeal will not be 
evidence that North Carolina has gone soft on 
Communism. On the contrary it will mean that 
it recognizes that it has nothing to fear from 
letting the Communists be identified speak out. 
It hasn’t either. 
That North Carolina is out of step with reality 
is proved by the fact that no other state has 
seen fit to pass such a ban. There is no need for 
it. Harm can come from it including possible loss 
of accreditation of colleges because of loss of 
academic freedom.

Other 
measures failing, the bicycles should be im­ 
pounded. A child on foot for a time may be one 
saved from far worse things.

These have to do with clinical 
investigations — investigations 
which are essential to deter­ 
mining the worth and safety of 
new drugs. 
These new regulations are ex­

stances. 
Vast amounts of 
pajier-work and reporting are 
demanded in the name of safety. 
• The result, as .the head ofcthe 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association put it, “...drug re­ 
search... is 
replete with ex­ 
amples of dismay and changed 
plans for drug producer 
and 
researcher.” 
In case after 
case, leading drug producers 
have curtailed or abandoned 
projects—and 
this 
includes 
projects for which very 
high 
hopes were held. 
Those 
who imposed these 
regulations, by their very zeal­ 
ousness, are depriving the pub­ 
lic of developments which might 
prove of utmost value to suf­ 
ferers from disease and disa­ 
bility. Everyone is in favor of 
safe drugs. But to attempt to 
achieve, by regulatory order, 
total safety is to close the door 
against cources of knowledge. 
There is no human activity- 
without an element of risk. The 
drug industry, working under 
older regulations, reduced the 
risks to a minimum. The odds 
are very long against failure 
in this regard. But the 
one 
chance in thousands 
exists. 


Unless that tiny risk is ac­ 
cepted, the researcher, dealing 
with elements of the new and 
unknown, is at a hopeless dis­ 
advantage. 
It has been wisely said 
of 
drugs, “ We must be carefully 
safe, but we can never 
be 
absolutely safe.” 
That is the 
principle that will allow maxi­ 
mum 
progress 
at minimum 
risk.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Lt. Col. George F. Bu- 
man in nearly 5,000 hours aloft 
in three wars had never served 
as an aerial cowboy before. 
But along the South Vietnam­ 
ese battlefront the one thing 
you can expect is the unex­ 
pected. 
“ You have to be ready to 
try anything,” said Bauman, 44, 
who was raised on an apple 
ranch at Sonora, Calif. His first 
experience as a flying herds­ 
man came recently in an action 
by U.S. Marines probing out 
from the air base at Chu Lai, 
52 miles south of here. 
His co-pilot was Lt. George 
Dechant, 29, of Palmyra, Pa. 
“ We were supporting a strike 
force of our troops that had 
been brought up by helicop­ 
ter,” said the lanky, 
6-foot- 
4 colonel. He looks and talks 
like the late Gary Cooper and 
commands the only 
Marine 
squadron of armed “ Hueys” 
HU1B helicopters — in the 
country. 
“ We 
got 
two 
suspects 
cornered on a path leading to a 
river. We circled around and 
around them,” Bauman said. 
“ One managed to hide, but 
the other started to try to swim 
the river. 
“ We fired a few rounds to 
force him to turn back, and he 
did. As he left the water, his 
black pants fell off, but he kept 
running. 
“ It's the first time we had 
ever acted as cowboys to round- 
up the Viet Cong. I had never 


herded them before. 
“ We cornered him again in 
some rocks and trees. I landed 
near him to point out his posi­ 
tion to our ground troops. 
“ It had been funny up to then, 
but it ended tragically for him. 
He ran out into the water again. 
Our troops called on him to 
halt, but he wouldn't, and they 
fired. He died. 
“ Eventually we rounded up 
four or five others hidden in the 
same area.” 
As a Corsair fighter pilot in 
World War II Bauman 
flew 
more than 100 missions and 
won the Distinguished Flying 
Cross at Peleliu. 
In a year in Korea as a trans­ 
port helicopter pilot he added 
more clusters to his Air Medal 
than he can remember offhand. 
Here he has flown 8 missions 
in two months in the most dan­ 
gerous type of flying. Four of 
his six armed Hueys have been 
hit several times, and one pilot 
and a 
crewman have been 
wounded. 
The colonel is worshipped by 
his men. One of them said, “any 
of us would fly through a needle 
stuck up in the middle of hell— 
if he told us to do it.” 
Above the entrance to the 
squadron's operation tent is 
posted this sign: 
“ When the will defies fear, 
when duty throws the gauntlet 
down to fate, when honor scorns 
the compromise with death, this 
is heroism.” 
That is the slogan of 'Bau­ 
man's Raiders.” 


WASHINGTON — The John- 
son Administration chalked up 
two notable 
milestones last 
week — passage of Medicare 
and the Negro voting rights — 
but there was probably less 
comment about them then re­ 
garding LBJ*s press relations. 
Medical care for the elderly 
has been under national discus­ 
sion 
for 
approximately 
20 
years. But last week it fin­ 
ished 
sailing 
through both 
houses in a remarkably short 
period and will soon be signed 
into law. 
The problem of Negro vot­ 
ing rights has been with the 
country for approximately one 
hundred 
years. 
The present 
solutions were hammered into 
law in record time and if en­ 
forced should revolutionize the 
South. 
Yet there was less editorial 
praise for these two notable 
achievements than there has 
been criticism for LBJ’s press 
relations. This was chiefly due 
to the following factors: 
1. 
The President has done 
such a phenomenal job with his 
legislative program that suc­ 
cess is taken for granted. 
Praise gets monotonous. It's 
not news any more. 
2. The role of the American 
press has usually been to criti­ 
cize. So today, when it can't 
criticize 
domestic 
achieve­ 
ments and for the sake of na­ 
tional unity doesn't want to 
criticize 
foreign policy, 
it 
gravitates 
toward 
needling 
the presidential 
personaltiy, 
Cabinet friction, personal jeal­ 
ousies and so • called Texas 
corn. The President's habit of 
seeing a lot of newspapermen 
privately, after which they com­ 
pare notes, lends itself to this 
type of needling. 
When he attended a dinner for 
a small group of publishers 
given by columnist Max Free­ 
man, some of the publishers 
were raucous and disrespect­ 
ful of the President. 


3. 
The President does get 
irritated at some criticism. 
But this irritation is no worse 
than Kennedy's, not as bad as 
Elsenhower’s and mild com­ 
pared with Harry Truman's. 
—IKE'S BLOOD PRESSURE— 
The late JFK once telephoned 
James Reston of the New York 
Times complaining that the 
Times had featured on page 
one a picture of himself sur­ 
rounded by dripping, scantily 
clad California bathing beau­ 
ties on the Santa Monica Beach. 
He also telephoned various 
newspapermen 
to 
complain 
about stories. 
Eisenhower never telephoned 
newsmen, but he got so sore 
at newspaper criticism that his 
staff made it a point not to 
put critical items on his desk. 
Newspapers 
were 
carefully 
clipped and placed on his desk 
every day, the criticism omit­ 
ted. The staff was fearful it 
would escalate the Presidential 
blood pressure. 
Harry Truman's abrasive re­ 
action to the press was so well 
publicized that it needs no re­ 
view here. He railed at news­ 
paper critics both publicly and 
privately, ranging from his let­ 
ter to Paul Hume, the Wash- 
inton Post music critic, over 
M argaret's singing, to his blast 
at this writer because of my 
reporting on the activities o f 
Gen. Harry Vaughan. 
Lyndon Johnson's reaction to 
the press is meek and mild 
in comparison. 
FDR also reacted to the press 
— sometimes quite violently. In 
one wartime press conference 
he publicly nominated the late 
John O’Donnell of the New York 
News for the German Iron 
Cross. He gave a dressing down 
to Joseph M. Patterson of the 
Chicago Tribune - New York 
Daily News for his isolation­ 
ist editorials piior to Pearl 
Harbor, and he actually ordered 
a grand Jury indictment of the 
Chicago Tribune for allegedly 


violating the 1917 Sedition Act. 
Again, Johnson's reaction to 
the press has been meek and 
mild in comparison. 
—LBJ WORKS TOO HARD— 
If this correspondent, 
who 
has covered a good many presi­ 
dents, may be permitted to 
make some observations, 
I 
would say that if anything John­ 
son works too hard at his press 
relations. He spends too much 
time on them, becomes too inti­ 
mate with reporters, tries to 
answer too many questions per­ 
sonally. 
The other day he took time 
to personally answer a query 
from the United Press as to 
whether he was going to speak 
at the Governors Conference. 
There's no necessity ,fbr a busy 
president to take time out per­ 
sonally to answer a query of 
this kind. 
Eisenhower and Cooldige did 
less as presidents than any 
other men occupying the White 
House during my period of cov­ 
ering Washington. 
They 
de­ 
served medals as “do-nothing 
Presidents.” But the fact that 
they remained aloof created an 
aura of grandeur and mystery, 
with the result that the press, 
unable to penetrate the aloof­ 
ness, wrote about them with 
awe. As fiar as the press and 
public were concerned, they 
were vigorous presidents. 
In contrast, Lyndon John­ 
son has worked harder at his 
job than any other president 
In 50 years. This was the rea­ 
son he passed Medicare, Ne­ 
gro voting rights, Federal Aid 
to Education and the Anti-Pov­ 
erty Program in record time. 
He worked at passing this leg­ 
islation every minute of his 
waking hours plus some hours 
when he 
should have been 
asleep. 
Despite this, the President's 
press relations have begun to 
curdle. More on LBJ and the 
press will follow in an early 
column.

Some Sharp Warnings from FBI 
Director 
With crime stalking the land, I 
asked my good friend J. Edgar 
Hoover to sound some alarums 
as balmy weather eases ten­ 
sions and sends millions of 
Americans 
vacatlonbound — 
sometimes carelessly. Here is 
his reply to read, to clip and to 
keep with the travel tickets;

Mis­ 
chievous elves mix their magic 
potions in Shakespeare’s “A 
Midsummer Night's 
Dream” 
and play havoc with the lives 
of the mortals involved. The 
plight of the victims causes the 
reader no great alarm, how­ 
ever. A happy en$pC¿sinstore 
for everyone**a*ki<#tfeidwf It is 
all only fantasy. 
Not so with the drama we are 
about to witness in the Summer 
of 1965. For it will not be fan­ 
tasy, but real life. And there is 
cause for concern. 
The leading roles will not be 
played by mischievous sprites 
—but by burglars, robbers and 
murderers. Their 
misdeeds 
will not be mere pranks, but 
serious crimes which can mean 
tragedy for those involved. 
The victims in this unhappy 
drama? Thousands of Ameri­ 
cans across this country whose 
summertime fun and relaxation 
will be ruined by these culprits. 
In many cases these persons 
are likely to be victimized be­ 
cause of their own careless­ 
ness. Lack of precaution for 
their own safety and that of 
their property will play a major 
part. 
Let me illustrate with a typical 
scene. An automobile pulls up 
to a motel on a warm summer 
evening. The back seat of the 
car is piled high with suitcases 
and packages containing ex­ 
pensive mementos of the motor­ 
ist’s trip. He considers taking 
the luggage into the motel room 
where he will be spending the 
night. But after a long day's 
drive he is tired and decides 
to leave it in the car. “After 
all, no one will touch it.” 
The finale — an oft-repeated 
one. The next morning the car 
is empty. All the luggage and 
expensive souvenirs are gone. 
Such a lucrative haul in plain 
sight of anyone chancing to pass 
by is too much for enterprising 
burglars to resist. 
Some tourists don’t even take 
the trouble to lock their cars 
or to remove the keys from the 
Ignition, making the thief s task 
even easier. The 
occupants 
leave the car for “only a few 
moments” to enjoy a better view 
of a historical spot of interest, 
or to run into a snack bar for 
a cold drink. They fall to realize 
that a nimble thief takes but 
a moment to steal a camera 
or other valuables from an 
automobile — or perhaps the 
vehicle itself. Keys left dangl­ 
ing in the ignition are a wel­ 
come invitation for those who 
specialize in such crimes. 
Motorists also provide a target 
for the criminal who poses as 
a hitchhiker in need of a ride. 
This problem becomes 
more 
acute as hundreds of thousands 
of citizens take to the open 
road in the summer months. 
The young man standing by the 
roadside beckoning for a ride 
may well be a student going 
home for vacation, or back to 
school, or on his way to another 
city in search of a job.

Red Diplomats Hazard 
To Security, Hoover Says 


WASHINGTON AP — 
For 
the first time In many months 
President Johnson has some 
slight hope of improving U.S.- 
Soviet relations despite the bit­ 
ter differences between the two 
powers over the war in Viet 
Nam. 
The break in a long diplo­ 
matic stalemate came late Mon­ 
day when the Soviet Embassy 
here notified the U. S. Disarma­ 
ment Agency — to the complete 
surprise of administrationoffi- 
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cials — that the Soviet govern­ 
ment agreed to resume disar­ 
mament talks at Geneva. 
Exactly the opposite Soviet 
response, if there was any re­ 
sponse at all, had been expect­ 
ed. U.S. 
officials believe that 
the Soviet government did not 
wish at this time of rivalry with 
Red China and dispute with the 
United States over the crisis in. 
Southeast Asia to get into any 
position of appearing to coop­ 
erate with the United States. 
Up to a few days ago 
the 
whole line of Kremlin foreign 
policy toward the United States 
had been antagonistic. Washing­ 
ton's feeling was that the Rus­ 
sians were not looking for really 
serious trouble with the United' 
States but neither could they 
tolerate any real improvement 
in relations. 
The dominant attitude within 
the administration here is still 
one of deep skepticism about 
progress on the great disarma­ 
ment issues, but at least 
the 
way has been opened for their 
discussion. 
The date of the disarmament 
talks has not yet been finally 
determined. U.S. disarmament 
policy chief William C. Foster 
has suggested July 27 and the 
agreement of the Soviet Union 
and other members of the 17- 
nation conference is expected on 
that or some date close to it. 
U.S. officials intend to make 
proposals primarily for agree­ 
ments to halt the spread of nu­ 
clear weapons in the world and 
to expand the limited nuclear 
test-ban treaty, concluded in 
1963.

Communist diplomatic person­ 
nel in the United States are a 
dangerous threat to national 
security, J . Edgar Hoover said 
today. 


“ The great majority of the 800 
Communist - bloc official per­ 
sonnel stationed in the United 
States," the FBI director saic^ 
“ protected by the privilege of 
diplomatic immunity have en­ 
gaged in intelligence assign­ 
ments and are a dangerous 
threat to the security of the 
United States." 


In a fiscal yearend report 
pointing with pride to FBI ac­ 
complishments, 
Hoover said 
members of the American Com­ 
munist party “continued to con­ 
stitute a major disruptive in­ 
fluence on the national scene" 
_during the year. 


He 
added: 
“Concentrating 
particularly on youth, Commu­ 
nists 
launched 
widespread 
propaganda 
campaigns 
de­ 
signed to enlist support for a 
determined and vicious attack 
on American foreign policies 
and to forment confusion and 
create disorder in regard to 
the nation's efforts to resolve 
the racial situation." 
Hoover echoed the opinion of 
his superior, Atty. Gen. Nicho­ 
las Katzenbach, in emphasizing 
that racial and student demon­ 
strations that went on through­ 
out the year were neither insti­ 
gated nor controlled by Commu­ 
nists. 
However, he said: “Commu­ 
nists 
used the opportunities 
presented to infiltrate many of 
the demonstrations and exploit 
them to their benefit in line 
with their own objectives."

Tunnel Can 
Aid European 
Unity Efforts 


COURMAYEUR, Italy AP — 
Under Europe's highest moun­ 
tain, the presidents of Italy and 
France will join Friday in open­ 
ing the monumental Mont Blanc 
auto tunnel — an event likely 
to give European unity efforts 
at least a symbolic boost. 
From 
the time work first 
started on the tunnel in 1959, it 
was hailed as a new link in the 
European unity caused revived 
after World War n. 
The tunnel is opening at a 
time when President Charles de 
Gaulle's France is in bitter 
dispute with its Common Mark­ 
et partners and the unity move­ 
ment is stalemated, 
De Gaulle himself is joining 
in the opening with President 
Giuseppe Sara gat, Italy's first 
Socialist president and a man 
with his own strong ideas about 
European unity. Those ideas 
have not always been accepted 
by De Gaulle. 
But here in the Alps, even if 
they do not agree on the politics 
of European unity, they will to­ 
gether open an artery that could 
pump new life into the idea. The 
tunnel could boost tourism and 
commerce not only in France 
and Daly but in the countries 
beyond. 
The Mont Blanc auto tunnel is 
Western Europe's 
n e w e s t 
transportation miracle — 
a 
relatively short link to cut time 
and distance, opening a new 
way to speed freight and travel­ 
e rs past the Alpine barrier be­ 
tween Italy and France. 
.The two-lane 7.2-mile tunnel 
road bypasses 60 miles and sev­ 
eral hours of travel over the 
hairpin mountain road. 
This 
means swifter, cheaper truck 
transport between France and 
northern Italy. 
It means easier access - and 
thus a lure -- for the tourist 
seeking a more comfortable 
' route through the Alps. 
Thirteen workmen -- eight 
Italians and five Frenchmen — 
were killed and scores injured 
in the six years it took to build 
the tunnel 11,400 feet below the 
snow-covered peak of the 15,- 
7 72-foot mountain. 
At each end of the tunnel, con­ 
necting Chamonix, France with 
Courmayeur, 
are 
powerful 
ventilating stations to provide 
fresh air. 
Traffic moving 30 to 40 miles 
an hour over the 24-foot wide 
roadway, will pass through the 
tunnel in just a little more than 
10 minutes.

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Stevenson Ideal 
Politician for Some

WASHINGTON (AP) — Acflal 
E. Stevenson — Civilized, gen­ 
tle, and articulate — was the 
ideal politician to a lot of people 
but, unfortunately for him, nev­ 
er to enough people. 
And he appeared at the wrong 
time and against the wrong 
man. 
He truly represented some­ 
thing too seldom seen in Ameri­ 
can political life — the thinker 
— when he ran against Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and lost the 
presidency to him twice. 
The 1952 race wasn't a time 
for thinking. 
It was an emotional tim e. The 
country was tormented over the 
Korean War and split to its 
roots by McCarthyism with all 
that it meant in bewilderment, 
suspicion and revulsion. 
What Stevenson offered, with 
his often 
painfully polished 
language, was a self-examina­ 
tion of the American conscience 
at a moment when Americans 
apparently 
felt 
they 
needed 
something else. 
That something else was a 
return to tranquility, of co­ 
hesion instead of division, and 
of proven strength in leader­ 
ship to eliminate misgivings. 
Eisenhower 
symbolized 
all 
those needs. 
Stevenson, governor of Illi­ 
nois, was almost unknown. 
Eisenhower, 
proven 
com­ 
mander and national hero, could 
be expected to restore sanity 
even if he had to knock heads 
together. And he was a friendly 
man who could be trusted not to 
engender new antagonisms. 
But 
Eisenhower 
probably 
could have beaten Stevenson 
under any circum stances, as he 
proved by winning again in 1956. 
Against someone else Stevenson 
might have done better. 
Yet, while Stevenson seemed 
a little in awe of Eisenhower in 
the first campaign, and minced 
a bit, in 1956 he was rougher on 
Eisenhower than John F• Ken­ 
nedy was on Richard M* Nixon 
in 1960. 
And in 1956 he did worse than 
in 1952. 
Stevenson was a hero to liber­ 


als, intellectuals, college youth 
and faculties because he had a 
perspective on history, compas­ 
sion for mankind, lucidity in 
language and a reasoning mind. 
But 
it is questionable he 
would ever have been a good 
president. 
He had all the instincts of the 
lamb while all the first-line 
presidents at one time or anoth­ 
er had to show the teeth of a 
tiger. 
Nothing showed better the 
lack of aggressiveness than that 
night in Chicago in 1952 when, 
after getting the Democratic 
nomination, he made his accept­ 
ance speech. 
Where 
another 
candidate 
would have responded with vi­ 
gor and fire to the challenge 
handed him, Stevenson made 
himself appear a reluctant m ar­ 
tyr. 
He said “ I have asked the 
merciful Father of us all to let 
this cup pass from m e." But, 
since it did not pass, he said 
he would drink it. 
Here he was both indecisive 
and 
self-conscious, 
qualities 
'hich often appeared later. For 
xample, he was 
indecisive 
when President-elect Kennedy 
in 1961 offered him the job as 
UJ5. ambassador to the United 
Nations. 
And in writing his campaign 
speeches he was extremely in­ 
decisive and self - conscious, 
endlessly changing and rear­ 
ranging as if wanting to make 
sure his literary hat would be 
on straight in the m irror of 
history. 
All this affected him adverse­ 
ly in the kind of public attention 
his thoughts got for it slowed 
down and scrambled the trans­ 
mission of speeches to newspa­ 
pers around the country. 
This, in turn, showed a poor 
sense of organization. His cam­ 
paigns were not well-organized. 
But, despite these defects, he 
remained in American life a 
shining figure until he died, 
without malice, a man of good 
will, kindness and infinite con­ 
cern for the people of his own 
country and the world. 
He was a gentleman and a 
gentle man.

PASADENA, 
Calif. 
AP — 
Mariner 4 sent from beyond 
Mars today what a top scientist 
called “ the first few lines of a 
valid picture" of the mystery 
planet. 
Experts hope the tiny space­ 
craft will return pictures of suf­ 
ficient quality to determine 
whether life could exist 
on 
Mars. 
Less than an hour after Mari­ 
ner signals began arriving on 
earth, scientist A1 Hibbs quoted 
Dr. William H. Pickering, head 
of the Jet Propulsion Labora­ 
tory, as saying 10 lines had been 
received and they constituted 
part of a picture. 
Transmission of all 200 lines 
of the first of what could total 
20 historic closeups takes 81/2 
hours, and the first complete 
picture could be made public 
late today or Friday. 
During Wednesday night's his­ 
toric fly-by of Mars the space­ 
craft sent hints that its camera 
tape recorder might not have 
worked as planned. 
This morning’s transmissions 
seemed to bear out experts’ 
statements that at least some of 
the planned 21 pictures will be 
returned to earth. 
Wednesday night the 575-pound 
spacecraft radioed conflicting 
signals about the recorder's 
performance. One set said it 
was 
functioning 
normally. 
Another Indicated a possible 
malfunction that could interfere 
with the picture relay. Scien­ 
tists said it might take days to 
determine exactly what hap­ 
pened.

LONDON (AP) — In death, 
Adlai Ewing Stevenson started 
the journey home today — back 
to Washington where the highest 
gift of the American people elud­ 
ed him, then on to Illinois for 
burial in the state that elected 
him governor. 
Accompanying the body of the 
fallen 
statesman were Vice 
President Hubert Humphrey, 
Stevenson's three sons and a 
party of UJS. officials. 
The eloquent spokesman for 
UJ5. policy as ambassador to the 
United Nations since 1961 and 
twice the unsuccessful Demo­ 
cratic candidate for president, 
Stevenson collapsed and died 
outside 
the 
UJS. Embassy 
Wednesday. The embassy said 
he had suffered a heart attack. 
He was 65. 
The coffin was removed from 
a catafalque at the UJS. Embas­ 
sy for the trip to the airport, 
where President Johnson's per­ 
sonal plane was waiting. 
Humphrey, St even son s' sons 
and the U £ , delegation had ar­ 
rived in Johnson's plane three 


hours earlier. 
Stevenson's flag-draped cof­ 
fin was placed in the central 
hall of the embassy on Gros- 
venor Square this morning, 
watched over by an honor guard 
of two American and two British 
servicemen. 
Members of the embassy 
staff and of the British govern­

their 
respects beside the coffin, but 
the embassy said the body was 
not officially lying in state. The 
front doors of the embassy 
were closed and sorrowing Brit­ 
ons and Americans who called 
to pay their respects to one of 
Britain's favorite Americans 
signed a condolence book. 
Presdent Johnson sent Hum­ 
phrey in the presidential plane 
to take the body to Washington 
tonight.

Humphrey were Labor Secre­ 
tary W. Willard Wirtz, Under­ 
secretary of State George W. 
Ball and Stevenson's sons, Adlai 


in, John Fell and Borden, and 
the wives of Adlai Uland John. 
After the Washington service, 
the body will be flown to Spring­ 
field, HI., to lie in state, ft was 
there Stevenson served as gov­ 
ernor of fllinois from 1948 un­ 
til 1952. 
On Sunday, the body will be

to Bloomington, 
HI., 
where the statesman grew up. 
Funeral services and burial in 
the family plot will take place 
Monday. 
Leaders across the world 
mourned the loss of the urbane 
intellectual whose moving elo­ 
quence and sparkling wit made 
him a noted speaker and formi­ 
dable debater.

WASHINGTON 
AP — Few 
men ever disliked campaigning 
so heartily and did so much of It 
as Adlai E. Stevenson In two 
unsuccessful races for 
the 
presidency. 
The man who was the Demo­ 
cratic presidential nominee in 
1952 and 1956 and who died in 
London Wednesday left behind 
him a legacy of “ talking sense 
to the American people" -even 
If they didn't want to hear it at 
the time. 
His sparkling wit, his quick, 
brilliant mind, his unwavering 
integrity and his ability to wrap 
his ideas in shimmering pack­ 
ages of words survived Steven­ 
son's distaste for what he once 
called “ choice by hullabaloo" in 
the election of presidents. 


Stevenson said the candidate 
had to “ write at every chance, 
think if possible, read mall and 
newspapers, talk on the tele­ 
phone, talk to everybody and 
ride through city after city on 
the back of an open car, smiling 
until your mouth is dehydrated 
by the wind, waving until the 
blood runs out of your arm s.". 
Then, he went on, the candi­ 
date had to “ bounce gaily, con­ 
fidently, masterfully Into great 


howling halls, shaved and all 
made up for television with the 
right color shirt and tie — I 
always forget—and a manu- 
cript so defaced with chicken 
tracks and last-minute jottings 
that you couldn't fpllow It, even 
if the spotlights weren't blinding 
and even if the still 
photo­ 
graphers didn't shoot you In 
the eye everytime you looked 
at them." 
Stevenson desperately wanted 
to avoid taking the nomination 
In 1952 and run for re-election 
as governor of Illinois, where 
he felt he was getting his teeth 
into an Important job. 
But circumstances and Harry 
S. Truman prevailed to shove 
Stevenson Into a 1952 contest 
with Gen. Dwight D. Elsen­ 
hower. 
At the beginning, Stevenson 
hadn't felt he and Eisenhower 
were far apart on/orelgn policy. 
But in 1956 he 
campaigned 
desperately for the nomination 
because he felt that the Republi­ 
can administration was letting 
world leadership slip through 
its fingers. 


Again there was defeat. 
As Stevenson quipped, It hurt 
too much for him to smile and 
he was too old to cry. 
Key Word Is More 
Medical Services To Increase In The Bootheel

on the present and future of 
medical practice in South­ 
east Missouri written by Joe 
Bean of the Daily Standard 
Staff.

The key word in a projection 
of the medical climate of South­ 
east Missouri is more. More 
doctors, more knowledge, and 
more medical facilities are ex­ 
pected by those in the medical 
profession. 
Dr. 
John E. 
Dernoncourt, 
president of the SEMO Medical 
Association and a Charleston 
physician, foresees an increase 
In the number of doctors in 
a four-county region — Scott, 
New Madrid, Mississippi, and 
Stoddard—but a decrease In one 
type of practice. 
'‘Solo practice is on the way 
out," he said. “ The new men 
coming in are specialists.” 
But the specialist entering the 
medical profession is not driv­ 
ing the general practitioner out. 
On the contrary, medical stu­ 
dents being graduated 
from 
school forsake the small town 


g. p. role to pursue a spe­ 
cialized or sub-specialized field 
of medicine. 
Caught up in the post World 
War n trend toward speciliza- 
tion in virturally every field of 
professional 
life, the com­ 
munity, near-city, and small 
city share a common problem: 
providing adequate medical fa­ 
cilities. 
Small communities 
in the 
SEMO Medical 
association's 
area without a permanent phy­ 
sician must obtain medical at­ 
tention elsewhere, imposing a 
strain on both patient 
and 
doctor. 
“ There are physicians in this 
county," Dr. Dernoncourt re­ 
lated, “who must drive 35,000 
miles a year—within the county 
—making house calls. Added to 
that, they must still maintain 
their office practices.” 
The patient who must wait for 
the doctor to drive to his home, 
or who must drive into a com­ 
munity to see a doctor, is en­ 
during a burden in addition to 
his illness. 
“ There is no over-abundance 
of doctors In the area." 


The problem of not enough 
doctors is not unusual among 
Southeast 
Missouri 
com­ 
munities; Cairo, 111., voted to 
lend a medical student almost 
$3,000 to pay for his last year 
of school. He mast, in turn, 
repay the money and agree to 
practice in Cairo five years. 
There are, however, 
many 
funds available to medical stu­ 
dents who need financial assist­ 
ance for their education. The 
Sears Foundation is Interested 
in 
maintaining the 
general 
practitioner in rural areas, and 
almost all of its money is 
directed toward that purpose. 
The American Medical As­ 
sociation has a fund, raised on 
a voluntary basis by member 
physicians, which is available 
to medical students. 
Many of the loans stipulate that 
the student must remain in a 
certain area for so many years 
of practice. 
The SEMO Medical association 
has no such fund, and many 
small towns—could they afford 
it—would still have difficulty 
attracting and keeping a per­ 
manent physician. 


“ Doctors are people,” the phy­ 
sician said. And because they 
are people, they look for what 
a community 
has 
to offer 
besides 
potential 
patients. 
There must be good schools 
for the doctor's children, rec­ 
reational facilities for his fam­ 
ily, and the other added ac­ 
couterments for which a pro­ 
fessional man in every other 
field seeks before making a 
community his home. 
Precepts — medical students 
who spend a month or more 
with general practitioners—are 
almost appalled by the amount 
of work and time involved. “ Hie 
boys just don't want to come < 
back to a small town and prac­ 
tice," Dr. Dernoncourt 
ex­ 
plained, “ When they can go to 
a larger city, closer to all the 
benefits a large city brings, 
and enter a specialized field 
of medicine. 
The future. Dr. Dernoncourt 
believes, will see more joint 
offices, more clinics, and less 
“ solo practice." 
The lack—but by no means 
scarcity—of specialists in the 
area will attract more young 


doctors," he said. “But, you 
see, the demand for the practice 
of an intricate sub-speciality 
is so small in this area that 
a full-time specialist cannot be 
used.” 


More clinics and joint offices 
will mean more doctors and 
more medical facilities.

But physicians, who 
can hold a new drug in their 
hands and say “ If I had had 
this drug 15 years ago, many 
of my patients would still be 
alive,” are not content with 
just adequate medical facilities. 
Practicing doctors who must 
see between six and 40 patients 
a day—the number varies ac­ 


cording to the doctor and the 
kind of medicine he practices— 
face the task of keeping abreast 
of the latest medical develop­ 
ments. 
Research laboratories, drug 
companies, and medical Jour­ 
nals all do their part in dis­ 
seminating 
information, and 
subsequently, bombarding the 
physician with an 
avalanche 
of vitally important informa­ 
tion. 
“Every 
doctor reads, 
and 
' reads, and reads—dally," Dr. 
Dernoncourt said. 
The 
purpose of the SEMO 
Association, 
its

pointed out, is “ strictly ed­ 
ucational. We meet as often as 
doctors can meet together, and 
hear outstanding speakers in the 
medical field discuss the latest 
developments.

His sparkling wit, his quick, 
brilliant mind, his unwavering 
integrity and his ability to wrap 
his ideas in shimmering pack­ 
ages of words survived Steven­ 
son’s distaste for what he once 
called “ choice by hullabaloo” in 
the election of presidents. 


Stevenson said the candidate 
had to “ write at every chance, 
think lf possible, read mall and 
newspapers, talk on the tele­ 
phone, talk to everybody and 
ride through city after city on 
the back of an open car, smiling 
until your mouth is dehydrated 
by the wind, waving until the 
blood runs out of your arm s.” . 
Then, he went on, the candi­ 
date had to “ bounce gaily, con­ 
fidently, masterfully into great 


howling halls, shaved and all 
made up for television with the 
right color shirt and tie — I 
always forget--and a rnanu- 
cript so defaced with chicken 
tracks and last-minute jottings 
that you couldn’t {pllow it, even 
if the spotlights weren’t blinding 
and even if the still 
photo­ 
graphers didn’t shoot you In 
the eye everytlme you looked 
at them.” 
Stevenson desperately wanted 
to avoid taking the nomination 
in 1952 and run for re-election 
as governor of Illinois, where 
he felt he was getting his teeth 
into an important job. 
But circumstances and Harry 
S. Truman prevailed to shove 
Stevenson into a 1952 contest 
with Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower. 
At the beginning, Stevenson 
hadn’t felt he and Eisenhower 
were far apart on/orelgn policy. 
But In 1956 he 
campaigned 
desperately for the nomination 
because he felt that the Republi­ 
can administration was letting 
world leadership slip through 
Its fingers. 


Again there was defeat. 
As Stevenson quipped, it hurt 
too much for him to smile and 
he was too old to cry.

Medical Services To Increase In The Bootheel 


Editor’s Note; This Is the 
first In a three-part series 
on the present and future of 
medical practice in South­ 
east Missouri written by Joe 
Bean of the Daily Standard

The key word in a projection 
of the medical climate of South­ 
east Missouri is more. More 
doctors, more knowledge, and 
more medical facilities are ex­ 
pected by those in the medical 
profession. 
Dr. 
John E. 
Dernoncourt, 
president of the SEMO Medical 
Association and a Charleston 
physician, foresees an increase 
in the number of doctors in 
a four-county region — Scott, 
New Madrid, Mississippi, and 
Stoddard—but a decrease in one 
type of practice. 
“ Solo practice is on the way 
out,” he said. “ The new men 
coming in are specialists.” 
But the specialist entering the 
medical profession is not driv­ 
ing the general practitioner out. 
On the contrary, medical stu­ 
dents being graduated 
from 
school forsake the small town 


g. p.r role to pursue a spe­ 
cialized or sub-specialized field 
of medicine. 
Caught up in the post World 
War n trend toward speciliza- 
tion in virturally every field of 
professional 
life, the com­ 
munity, near-city, and small 
city share a common problem; 
providing adequate medical fa­ 
cilities. 
Small communities 
in the 
SEMO Medical 
association’s 
area without a permanent phy­ 
sician must obtain medical at­ 
tention elsewhere, imposing a 
strain on both patient 
and 
doctor. 
“ There are physicians in this 
county,” Dr. Dernoncourt re­ 
lated, “ who must drive 35,000 
miles a year—within the county 
—making house calls. Added to 
that, they must still maintain 
their office practices.” 
The patient who must wait for 
the doctor to drive to his home, 
or who must drive into a com­ 
munity to see a doctor, is en­ 
during a burden in addition to 
his illness. 
“ There Is no over-abundance 
of doctors in the area.” 


The problem of not enough 
doctors Is not unusual among 
Southeast 
Missouri 
com­ 
munities; Cairo, 111., voted to 
lend a medical student almost 
$3,000 to pay for his last year 
of school. He must, in turn, 
repay the money and agree to 
practice in Cairo five years. 
There are, however, 
many 
funds available to medical stu­ 
dents who need financial assist­ 
ance for their education. The 
Sears Foundation is interested 
in 
maintaining the 
general 
practitioner in rural areas, and 
almost all of its money is 
directed toward that purpose. 
The American Medical As­ 
sociation has a fund, raised on 
a voluntary basis by member 
physicians, which is available 
to medical students. 
Many of the loans stipulate that 
the student must remain in a 
certain area for so many years 
of practice. 
The SE MO Medical association 
has no such fund, and many 
small towns—could they afford 
it—would still have difficulty 
attracting and keeping a per­ 
manent physician. 


“ Doctors are people,” the phy­ 
sician said. And because they 
are people, they look for what 
a community 
has 
to 
offer 
besides 
potential 
patients. 
There must be good schools 
for the doctor’s children, rec­ 
reational facilities for his fam­ 
ily, and the other added ac­ 
couterments for which a pro­ 
fessional man in every 
other 
field seeks before making a 
community his home. 
Precepts — medical students 
who spend a month or more 
with general practitioners—are 
almost appalled by the amount 
of work and time involved, ‘“nie 


doctors,” he said. “ But, you 
see, the demand for the practice 
of an intricate sub-speciality 
is so small in this area that 
a full-time specialist cannot be 
used.”

The 
new clinics will be built to serve 
areas without a physician, much 
as 
a hospital is built to serve 
communities in a specific geo­ 
graphic area. 
But the small town must still 
fight for its physicians; the 
larger cities are 
also ex­ 
boys just don’t want to come ^periencing a need 
for more 
back to a small town and prac­ 
tice,” Dr. Dernoncourt 
ex­ 
plained, “ When they can go to 
a larger city, closer to all the 
benefits a large city brings, 
and enter a specialized field 
of medicine. 
The future, Dr. Dernoncourt 
believes, will see more joint 
offices, more clinics, and less 
“ solo practice.” 
The lack—but by no means 
scarcity—of specialists in the 
area will attract more young 


qualified medical personnel. 
Almost any illness can be 
treated in the medical facilities 
now available to Southeast Mis­ 
sourians. But physicians, who 
can hold 
a new drug In their 
hands and say “ If I had had 
this drug 15 years ago, many 
of my patients would still be 
alive,” are not content with 
just adequate medical facilities. 
Practicing doctors who must 
see between six and 40 patients 
a day—the number varies ac­ 


cording to the doctor and the 
kind of medicine he practices— 
face the task of keeping abreast 
of the latest medical develop­ 
ments. 
Research laboratories, drug 
companies, and medical jour­ 
nals all do their part in dis­ 
seminating 
information, and 
subsequently, bombarding the 
physician with an 
avalanche 
of vitally important Informa­ 
tion. 
“ Every

and 
1 reads, and reads—dally,” Dr. 
Dernoncourt said.

These have to do with clinical 
investigations — investigations 
which are essential to deter­ 
mining the worth and safety of 
new drugs.

paper-work and reporting are 
demanded in the name of safety. 
The result, as .the head o&the 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers 
Association put it, “...drug re­ 
search... is 
replete with ex­ 
amples of dismay and changed 
plans for drug producer 
and 
researcher.” 
In case 
after 
case, leading drug producers 
have curtailed or abandoned 
projects—and 
this 
includes 
projects for which very 
high 
hopes were held. 
Those 
who 
imposed 
these 
regulations, by their very zeal­ 
ousness, are depriving the pub­ 
lic of developments which might 
prove of utmost value to suf­ 
ferers from disease and disa­ 
bility. 
Everyone is in favor of 
safe drugs. 
But to attempt to 
achieve, by regulatory order, 
total safety is to close the door 
against cources of knowledge. 
There is no human activity* 
without an element of risk. The 
drug industry’, working under 
older regulations, reduced the 
risks to a minimum. The odds 
are very long against failure 
in this regard. 
But the 
one 
chance in thousands 
exists. 


Unless that tiny risk is ac­ 
cepted, the researcher, dealing 
with elements of the new and 
unknown, is at a hopeless dis­ 
advantage. 
It has been wisely said 
of 
drugs, “ We must be carefully 
safe, but we can never 
be 
absolutely safe.” 
That is the 
principle that will allow maxi­ 
mum 
progress 
at minimum 
risk.

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Lt. Col. George F. Bu- 
man in nearly 5,000 hours aloft 
in three wars had never served 
as an aerial cowboy before. 
But along the South Vietnam­ 
ese battlefront 
the one thing 
you can expect is the unex­ 
pected. 
‘‘You have to be ready to 
try anything,” said Bauman, 44, 
who was raised on an apple 
ranch at Sonora, Cal if. His first 
experience as a flying herds­ 
man came recently in an action 
by U.S. Marines probing out 
from the air base at Chu Lai, 
52 miles south of here. 
His co-pilot was Lt. George 
Dechant, 29, of Palmyra, Pa. 
“ We were supporting a strike 
force of our troops that had 
been brought up by helicop­ 
te r,” said the lanky, 
6-foot- 
4 colonel. He looks and talks 
like the late Gary Cooper and 
commands the only 
Marine 
squadron of armed “ Hueys” 
HU1B helicopters — in the 
country. 
“ We 
got 
two 
suspects 
cornered on a path leading to a 
river. We circled around and 
around them,” Bauman said. 
“ One managed to hide, but 
the other started to try to swim 
the river. 
“ We fired a few rounds to 
force him to turn back, and he 
did. 
As he left the water, his 
black pants fell off, but he kept 
running. 
“ It's the first time we had 
ever acted as cowboys to round* 
up the Viet Cong. I had never 


herded them before. 
“ We cornered him again in 
some rocks and trees. I landed 
near him to point out his posi­ 
tion to our ground troops. 
“ It had been funny up to then, 
but it ended tragically for him. 
He ran out into the water again. 
Our troops called on him to 
halt, but he wouldn't, and they 
fired. He died. 
“ Eventually we rounded up 
four or five others hidden in the 
same area.” 
As a Corsair fighter pilot in 
World War II Bauman 
flew 
more than 100 missions and 
won the Distinguished Flying 
Cross at Peleliu. 
In a year in Korea as a trans­ 
port helicopter pilot he added 
more clusters to his Air Medal 
than he can remember offhand. 
Here he lias flown 8 missions 
in two months in the most dan­ 
gerous type of flying. Four of 
his six armed Hueys have been 
hit several times, and one pilot 
and 
a 
crewman 
have 
been 
wounded. 
The colonel is worshipped by 
his men. One ofthem said, “any 
of us would fly through a needle 
stuck up in the middle of hell— 
if he told us to do it.” 
Above the entrance to the 
squadron's 
operation tent is 
posted this sign: 
“ When the will defies fear, 
when duty throws the gauntlet 
down to fate, when honor scorns 
the compromise with death, this 
is heroism .” 
That is the slogan of 'Bau­ 
man's Raiders.” 


WASHINGTON — The John­ 
son Administration chalked up 
two 
notable 
milestones last 
week — passage of Medicare 
and the Negro voting rights — 
but 
there was probably less 
comment about them then re­ 
garding LBJ*s press relations. 
Medical care for the elderly 
has been under national discus­ 
sion 
for 
approximately 
20 
years. But last week it fin­ 
ished 
sailing 
through both 
houses in a remarkably short 
period and will soon be signed 
into law. 
The problem of Negro vot­ 
ing rights has been with the 
country for approximately one 
hundred 
years. 
The present 
solutions were hammered into 
law in record time and if en­ 
forced should revolutionize the 
South. 
Yet there was less editorial 
praise for these two notable 
achievements than there has 
been criticism for LBJ*s press 
relations. This was chiefly due 
to the following factors: 
1. 
The President has done 
such a phenomenal job with his 
legislative program that suc­ 
cess 
is 
taken 
for granted. 
Praise gets monotonous. It's 
not news any more. 
2. The role of the American 
press has usually been to criti­ 
cize. So today, when it can't 
criticize 
domestic 
achieve­ 
ments and for the sake of na­ 
tional unity doesn't want to 
criticize 
foreign 
policy, 
it 
gravitates 
toward 
needling 
the presidential 
personaltiy, 
Cabinet friction, personal jeal­ 
ousies 
and so - called Texas 
corn. The President's habit of 
seeing a lot of newspapermen 
privately, after which they com­ 
pare notes, lends itself to this 
type of needling. 
When he attended a dinner for 
a small group of publishers 
given by columnist Max Free­ 
man, some of the publishers 
were raucous and disrespect­ 
ful of the President.

also 
telephoned 
various 
newspapermen 
to 
complain 
about stories. 
Eisenhower never telephoned 
newsmen, but he got so sore 
at newspaper criticism that his 
staff made it a point not to 
put critical items on his desk. 
Newspapers 
were 
carefully 
clipped and placed on his desk 
every day, the criticism omit­ 
ted. The staff was fearful it 
would escalate the Presidential 
blood pressure. 
Harry Truman's abrasive re­ 
action to the press was so well 
publicized that it needs no re­ 
view here. He railed at news­ 
paper critics both publicly and 
privately, ranging from his let­ 
ter to Paul Hume, the Wash- 
inton Post music critic, over 
M argaret's singing, to his blast 
at this w riter because of my 
reporting on the activities of 
Gen. Harry Vaughan. 
Lyndon Johnson's reaction to 
the press is meek and mild 
in comparison. 
FDR also reacted to the press 
— sometimes quite violently. In 
one wartime press conference 
he publicly nominated the late 
John O'Donnell of the New York 
News 
for 
the 
German Iron 
Cross. He gave a dressing down 
to Joseph M. Patterson of the 
Chicago 
Tribune - New York 
Daily News for his isolation­ 
ist editorials prior to Pearl 
Harbor, and he actually ordered 
a grand jury indictment of the 
Chicago Tribune for allegedly 


And that is true of business 
and industry, on which the health 
of the economy depends.

But the fiact that 
they remained aloof created an 
aura of grandeur and mystery, 
with the result that the press, 
unable to penetrate the aloof­ 
ness, wrote about them with 
awe. As far as the press and 
public were concerned, they 
were vigorous presidents. 
In contrast, 
Lyndon 
John­ 
son has worked harder at his 
job than any other president 
in 50 years. This was the rea­ 
son he passed Medicare, Ne­ 
gro voting rights, Federal Aid 
to Education and the Anti-Pov­ 
erty Program in record time. 
He worked at passing this leg­ 
islation every minute of his 
waking hours plus some hours 
when 
he 
should 
have 
been 
asleep. 
Despite this, the President's 
press relations have begun to 
curdle.

Dream” 
and play havoc with the lives 
of the mortals involved. The 
plight of the victims causes the 
reader no great alarm, how­ 
ever. A happjr ending is in store 
for everyone—aitd besides it to 
all only fantasy. 
Not so with the drama we are 
about to witness in the Summer 
of 1965. For it will not be fan­ 
tasy, but real life. And there is 
cause for concern. 
The leading roles will not be 
played by mischievous sprites 
—but by burglars, robbers and 
murderers. Their 
misdeeds 
will not be mere pranks, but 
serious crimes which can mean 
tragedy for those involved. 
The victims in this unhappy 
drama? Thousands of Ameri­ 
cans across this country whose 
summertime fun and relaxation 
will be ruined by these culprits. 
In many cases these persons 
are likely to be victimized be­ 
cause of their own careless­ 
ness. Lack of precaution for 
their own safety and that of 
their property will play a major 
part. 
Let me illustrate with a typical 
scene. An automobile pulls 15) 
to a motel on a warm summer 
evening. The back seat of the 
car is piled high with suitcases 
and packages containing ex­ 
pensive mementos of the motor­ 
ist's trip. He considers taking 
the luggage into the motel room 
where he will be spending the 
night. But after a long day's 
drive he is tired and decides 
to leave it in the car. “ After 
all, no one will touch it.” 
The finale — an oft-repeated 
one. The next morning the car 
is empty. All the luggage and 
expensive souvenirs are gone. 
Such a lucrative haul in plain 
sight of anyone chancing to pass 
by is too much for enterprising 
burglars to resist. 
Some tourists don't even take 
the trouble to lock their cars 
or to remove the keys from the 
ignition, making the thief's task 
even easier. The 
occupants 
leave the car for “only a few 
moments” to enjoy a better view 
of a historical spot of interest, 
or to run into a snack bar for 
a cold drink. They fail to realize 
that a nimble thief takes but 
a moment to steal a camera 
or other valuables from an 
automobile — or perhaps the 
vehicle itself. Keys left dangl­ 
ing in the Ignition are a wel­ 
come invitation for those who 
specialize in such crimes. 
Motorists also provide a target 
for the criminal who poses as 
a hitchhiker in need of a ride. 
This problem becomes 
more 
acute as hundreds of thousands 
of citizens take to the open 
road in the summer months. 
The young man standing by the 
roadside beckoning for a ride 
may well be a student going 
home for vacation, or back to 
school, or on his way to another 
city in search of a job. On the 
other hand, he may be a sex 
maniac in search of a victim, 
or a thief looking for an easy 
steal. 
We in law enforcement con­ 
stantly encounter cases in which 


motorists — desiring to do a 
good deed — have given a lift 
to a stranger. The favor was 
returned with a gun in the 
driver's ribs or a knife at 
his back. Whether to pick up 
a hitchhiker is of course the 
motorist's own decision. But 
before he does, he should take 
into account that lt can be a 
life-and-death gamble — and 
he may end up the loser. 
We switch to another scene— 
a modest home in a quiet suburb. 
The blinds are drawn, 
the 
week's newspapers are stacked 
inside the screen, the mail box 
is overflowing with letters and 
magazines. It is quite obvious 
that no one is home, or has 
been for the past several days. 
That night the owner returns 
from his vacation and finds to 
his horror that the house Is 
empty — stripped &f ft# furni­ 
ture, even the pictures on the 
walls. Neighbors on being ques­ 
tioned, may remember a noise 
a few nights back — quite prob­ 
ably the thieves with their truck 
hauling off their plunder. An 
unhappy ending to what had been 
a wonderful vacation! And it 
might have been prevented had 
the owner given some fore­ 
thought before leaving on his 
holiday. 
Precautions might have 
In­ 
cluded; advising local police and 
neighbors of his vacation plans 
so that periodic checks could 
have been made of his home; 
stopping daily deliveries; and 
making some arrangements for 
the upkeep of his yard. 
Vacationers are not the only 
ones who fall prey to summer­ 
time crimes. The “ stay-at- 
homes” are vulnerable too. A 
look at crime statistics over 
the past years reveals that in 
the warm summer months the 
crimes of aggravated assault 
and forcible rape reach their 
peak. More persons out of doors 
in the late evening hours dur­ 
ing this season help account for 
this trend. 
Taking a long walk or a stroll 
in the park can be a pleasant 
pastime on a clear summer 
night. But it is well to remember 
that a poorly lighted street or 
a park not patrolled by the 
police can be a paradise for 
thugs who sneak from behind, 
club the victim over the head, 
and run off with a billfold or 
a purse. Not long ago a young 
couple walking in a city park 
one evening were approached 
by several youths. The gang 
pounced upon the two, beating 
the girl into unconsciousness. 
Her companion was rendered 
helpless by the attackers. 
In another instance, a man 
walking home alone from a ball 
game late one night was en­ 
countered by two men. “Got 
a match?” one of them asked. 
Before he could answer, the 
thugs had thrown him on the 
sidewalk and begun stomping on 
him. As he lay there, they rifled 
his pockets for money. The 
vicious beating sent the sports 
fan to the hospital in a serious 
condition. 
The crimes of summertime 
are many and varied. Those 
who live as parasites on society 
are constantly plotting to take 
advantage of a lack of alert­ 
ness and caution on the part of 
our citizens. Hiey welcome the 
all-too-common attitude of “It 
can't happen to me.” 
The importance of insuring that 
you don't become one of their 
victims 
cannot 
be 
overem­ 
phasized. Be certain that you 
never give these culprits a help­ 
ing hand through your own care­ 
lessness. Don't let yourself be 
counted among those of whom 
one of Shakespeare’s elves ex­ 
claimed; 
“ Lord, what fools 
these mortals be!”

The 
campaigns that are waged to teach young­ 
sters to ride bicycles with care and courtesy 
unfortunately do not reach all those who pedal 
up and down and around and about. 
Drivers have every obligation and responsi­ 
bility to be careful and watch out for children, 
but there are bounds beyond which they cannot 
go. Parents should be on the lockout and demand 
sensible 
riding from their offspring. Other 
m easures iailing, the bicycles should be im­ 
pounded. A child on foot for a time may be one 
saved from far worse things.

demanded in the name of safety. 
The result, as the head of.the 
Pharm aceutical M anufacturers 
Association put it, “ ...drug re­ 
search... is 
replete with ex­ 
amples of dismay and changed 
plans for drug producer 
and 
rese arch e r.” 
In case 
after 
case, leading drug producers 
have curtailed o r abandoned 
projects—and 
this 
includes 
projects for which very 
high 
hopes were held. 
Those 
who 
imposed 
these 
regulations, by th eir very zeal­ 
ousness, are depriving the pub­ 
lic of developments which might 
prove of utmost value to suf­ 
ferers from disease and disa­ 
bility. 
Everyone is in favor of 
safe drugs. 
But to attempt to 
achieve, by regulatory order, 
total safety is to close the door 
against cources of knowledge. 
There is no human activity- 
without an elem ent of risk. The 
drug industry’, working under 
older regulations, reduced the 
risks to a minimum. The odds 
are very long against failure 
in this regard. 
But the 
one 
chance in thousands 
exists. 


Unless that tiny risk is ac­ 
cepted, the research er, dealing 
with elem ents of the new and 
unknown, is at a hopeless dis­ 
advantage. 
It has been wisely said 
of 
drugs, “ We must be carefully 
safe, but we can never 
be 
absolutely safe.” 
That is the 
principle that will allow' maxi­ 
mum 
progress 
at minimum 
risk.

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
(A P) — Lt. Col. George F . Bu- 
man in nearly 5,000 hours aloft 
in three w ars had never served 
as an aerial cowboy before. 
But along the South Vietnam­ 
ese battlefront 
the one thing 
you can expect is the unex­ 
pected. 
“ You have to be ready to 
try anything,” said Bauman, 44, 
who was raised on an apple 
ranch at Sonora, Cal if. His first 
experience as a flying herds­ 
man came recently in an action 
by 
UJS. Marines probing out 
from the a ir base at Chu Lai, 
52 m iles south of here. 
His co-pilot was L t. George 
Dechant, 29, of Palm yra, Pa. 
“ We were supporting a strike 
force of our troops that had 
been brought up by helicop­ 
te r,” ^>aid the lanky, 
C-foot- 
4 colonel. He looks and talks 
like the late Gary Cooper and 
commands the only 
M arine 
squadron of arm ed “ Hueys” 
HU1B helicopters 
— in the 
country. 
“ We 
got 
two 
suspects 
cornered on a path leading to a 
riv er. We circled around and 
around them,” liauman said. 
“ One managed to hide, but 
the other started to try to swim 
the river. 
“ We fired a few rounds to 
force him to turn liack, and he 
did. 
As he left the w ater, his 
black pants fell off, but he kept 
running. 
“ It’s the first tim e we la d 
ever acted as cowboys to round­ 
up the Viet Cong. I had never 


herded them before. 
“ We cornered him again in 
some rocks and tre e s. I landed 
near him to point out his posi­ 
tion to our ground troops. 
“ It had been funny up to then, 
but it ended tragically for him. 
He ran out into the water again. 
Our troops called on him to 
halt, but he wouldn't, and they 
fired. He died. 
“ Eventually we rounded up 
four or five others hidden in the 
same area.” 
As a C orsair fighter pilot in 
World War ll Bauman 
flew 
more than IOO m issions and 
won the Distinguished Flying 
C ross at Peleliu. 
In a year in Korea as a tran s­ 
port helicopter pilot he added 
more clusters to his Air Medal 
than he can rem em ber offhand. 
Here he lias flown 8 m issions 
in two months in the most dan­ 
gerous type of flying. Four of 
his six arm ed Hueys have been 
hit several tim es, and one pilot 
aud 
a 
crewman 
have 
been 
wounded. 
The colonel is worshipped by 
his men. One ofthem said, “ any 
of us would fly through a needle 
stuck up in the middle of hell — 
if he told us to do it.” 
Altove the entrance to the 
squadron’s 
operation tent is 
posted this sign: 
“ When the will defies fear, 
when duty throws the gauntlet 
down to fate, when honor scorns 
the com prom ise with death, this 
is heroism .” 
That is the slogan of ‘Bau­ 
m an's R aiders.” 


WASHINGTON — The John­ 
son Adm inistration chalked up 
two 
notable 
m ilestones last 
week — passage of M edicare 
and the Negro voting rights — 
but 
there was probably less 
comment about them then re­ 
garding LB J’s p ress relations. 
Medical care for the elderly 
has been under national discus­ 
sion 
for 
approxim ately 
20 
years. But last week it fin­ 
ished 
sailing 
through both 
houses in a rem arkably short 
period and will soon be signed 
into law. 
The problem of Negro vot­ 
ing rights has been with the 
country for approximately one 
hundred 
years. 
The present 
solutions w ere ham m ered into 
law in record tim e and if en­ 
forced should revolutionize the 
South. 
Yet there was less editorial 
praise for these two notable 
achievem ents than there has 
been criticism for LBJ’s press 
relations. This was chiefly due 
to the following factors: 
1. 
Tile President has done 
such a phenomenal job with his 
legislative program that suc­ 
cess 
is 
taken 
for granted. 
P raise gets monotonous. It’s 
not news any m ore. 
2. The role of the American 
press has usually been to c riti­ 
cize. So today, when it can’t 
criticize 
domestic 
achieve­ 
ments and for the sake of na- 
tional unity doesn't want to 
criticize 
foreign 
policy, 
it 
gravitates 
toward 
needling 
the 
presidential 
p e rs o n a ls , 
Cabinet friction, personal je al­ 
ousies 
and so • called Texas 
corn. Hie P resident's habit of 
seeing a lot of newspapermen 
privately, after which they com­ 
pare notes, lends itself to this 
type of needling. 
When he attended a dinner for 
a 
small 
group of publishers 
given by colum nist Max F ree­ 
man, some of the publishers 
were raucous and disrespect­ 
ful of the President. 
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3. 
The President does get 
irritated at some criticism . 
But this irritation is no worse 
than Kennedy’s, not as bad as 
Elsenhower’s and mild 
com ­ 
pared with 
Harry Truman’s. 
— IKE’S BLOOD PRESSURE — 
The late JFK once telephoned 
Jam es Reston of the New York 
Tim es 
complaining 
that the 
Tim es had featured on page 
one a picture of him self sur­ 
rounded by dripping, scantily 
clad California bathing beau­ 
ties on the Santa Monica Beach. 
He 
also 
telephoned 
various 
newspapermen 
to 
complain 
about sto ries. 
Eisenhower never telephoned 
newsmen, but he got so sore 
at newspaper criticism that his 
staff made it a point not to 
put critical item s on his desk. 
N ewspapers 
were 
carefully 
clipped and placed on his desk 
every day, the criticism om it­ 
ted. The staff was fearful it 
would escalate the Presidential 
blood pressu re. 
Harry Trum an’s abrasive re ­ 
action to the press was so well 
publicized that it needs no re­ 
view here. He railed at news­ 
paper critic s both publicly and 
privately, ranging from his let­ 
ter to Paul Hume, the Wash- 
inton Post music critic, over 
M argaret's singing, to his blast 
at this w riter because of my 
reporting on the activities of 
Gen. Harry Vaughan. 
Lyndon Johnson’s reaction to 
tile p ress is meek and mild 
in com parison. 
FDR also reacted to the press 
— som etim es quite violently. In 
one w artim e press conference 
lie publicly nominated the late 
John O’Donnell of the New York 
News 
for 
the 
German Iron 
C ross. He gave a dressing down 
to Joseph M. Patterson of the 
Chicago 
Tribune • New York 
Daily News for his isolation­ 
ist 
editorials p n o r to Pearl 
Harbor, and he actually ordered 
a grand jury indictment of the 
Chicago Tribune for allegedly 


violating the 1917 Sedition Act. 
Again, Johnson’s reaction to 
the press has been meek and 
mild in comparison. 
—LBJ WORKS TOO HARD— 
If this correspondent, 
who 
has covered a good many presi­ 
dents, 
may be permitted to 
make some observations, 
I 
would say that if anything John­ 
son works too hard at his press 
relations. He spends too much 
time on them, becomes too inti­ 
mate with reporters, tries to 
answer too many questions per­ 
sonally. 
The other day he took time 
to personally answer a query 
from the United Press as to 
whether he was going to speak 
at the Governors Conference. 
There's no necessity for a busy 
president to take time out per­ 
sonally to answer a query of 
this kind. 
Eisenhower and Cooldige did 
le ss as presidents than any 
other men occupying the White 
House during my period of cov­ 
ering Washington. 
They 
de­ 
served medals as “ do-nothing 
Presidents.” But the fact that 
they remained aloof created an 
aura of grandeur and mystery, 
with the result that the press, 
unable to penetrate the aloof­ 
ness, wrote about them with 
awe. As far as the press and 
public were concerned, they 
were vigorous presidents. 
In contrast, 
Lyndon 
John­ 
son has worked harder at his 
job than any other president 
in 50 years. This was the rea­ 
son he passed Medicare, Ne­ 
gro voting rights, Federal Aid 
to Education and the Anti-Pov- 
erty Program in record time. 
He worked at passing this leg­ 
islation every minute of his 
waking hours plus some hours 
when 
he 
should 
have 
been 
asleep. 
Despite tills, the President’s 
press relations have begun to 
curdle. More on LBJ and tile 
press will follow in an early 
column. 


And that is true of business 
and industry, on which the health 
of the economy depends. 
The case would be different 
lf there was a crying need for 
power which regulated private 
enterprise cannot 
or will not 
meet.

With crime stalking the land, I 
asked my good friend J. Edgar 
Hoover to sound some alarums 
as balmy weather eases ten­ 
sions 
and sends 
millions of 
Americans 
vacationland — 
som etim es carelessly. Here is 
Ms reply to read, to clip and to 
keep with the travel tickets; 
By John Edgar Hoover 
Director, Federal Bureau 
of Investigation 
Washington, 
D. C.: 
Mis­ 
chievous elves mix their magic 
potions 
in Shakespeare’s “ A 
Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” 
and play havoc with the lives 
of the mortals involved. TTie 
plight of the victims causes the 
reader no great alarm, how­ 
ever. A happy ending is in store 
for everyone—and besides it is 
all only fantasy. 
Not so with the drama we are 
about to witness in the Summer 
of 1965. For it will not be fan­ 
tasy, but real life. And there is 
cause for concern. 
The leading roles will not be 
played by mischievous sprites 
—but by burglars, robbers and 
murderers. Their 
misdeeds 
will not be mere pranks, but 
serious crim es which can mean 
tragedy for those involved. 
The victim s in this unhappy 
drama? Thousands of Ameri­ 
cans across this country whose 
summertime fun and relaxation 
will be ruined by these culprits. 
In many cases these persons 
are likely to be victimized be­ 
cause of their own careless­ 
ness. Lack of precaution for 
their own safety and that of 
their property will play a major 
part. 
Let me illustrate with a typical 
scene. An automobile pulls up 
to a motel on a warm summer 
evening. The back seat of the 
car is piled high with suitcases 
and packages containing ex­ 
pensive mementos of the motor­ 
ist’s trip. He considers taking 
the luggage into the motel room 
where he will be spending the 
night. But after a long day's 
drive he is tired and decides 
to leave it in the car. “ After 
all, no one will touch it.” 
The finale — an oft-repeated 
one. The next morning the car 
is empty. All the luggage and 
expensive souvenirs are gone. 
Such a lucrative haul in plain 
sight of anyone chancing to pass 
by is too much for enterprising 
burglars to resist. 
Some tourists don’t even take 
the trouble to lock their cars 
or to remove the keys from the 
ignition, making the thief's task 
even easier. The 
occupants 
leave the car for “only a few 
moments” to enjoy abetter view 
of a historical spot of interest, 
or to run into a snack bar for 
a cold drink. They fail to realize 
that a nimble thief takes but 
a moment to steal a camera 
or other valuables from an 
automobile — or perhaps the 
veMcle itself. Keys left dangl­ 
ing in the ignition are a wel­ 
come invitation for those who 
specialize in such crim es. 
Motorists also provide a target 
for the criminal who poses as 
a hitchhiker in need of a ride. 
TMs problem becomes 
more 
acute as hundreds of thousands 
of citizens take to the open 
road in the summer months. 
The young man standing by the 
roadside beckoning for a ride 
may well be a student going 
home for vacation, or back to 
school, or on his way to another 
city in search of a job. On the 
other hand, he may be a sex 
maniac in search of a victim, 
or a thief looking for an easy 
steal. 
We in law enforcement con­ 
stantly encounter cases in which 


motorists — desiring to do a 
good deed — have given a lift 
to a stranger. The favor was 
returned with a gun in the 
driver’s ribs or a knife at 
his back. Whether to pick up 
a hitchhiker is of course the 
motorist’s own decision. But 
before he does, he should take 
into account that it can be a 
life-and-death gamble — and 
he may end up the loser. 
We switch to another scene— 
a modest home in a quiet suburb. 
The blinds are drawn, 
the 
week’s newspapers are stacked 
inside the screen, the mail box 
is overflowing with letters and 
magazines. It is quite obvious 
that no one is home, or has 
been for the past several days. 
That night the owner returns 
from Ms vacation and finds to 
his horror that the house is 
empty — stripped of Its furni­ 
ture, even the pictures on the 
w alls. Neighbors on being ques­ 
tioned, may remember a noise 
a few nights back — quite prob­ 
ably the thieves with their truck 
hauling off their plunder. An 
unhappy ending to what had been 
a wonderful vacation! And it 
might have been prevented had 
the owner given some fore­ 
thought before leaving on his 
holiday. 
Precautions might have 
in­ 
cluded; advising local police and 
neighbors of Ms vacation plans 
so that periodic checks could 
have been made of his home; 
stopping daily deliveries; and 
making some arrangements for 
the upkeep of Ms yard. 
Vacationers are not the only 
ones who fall prey to summer­ 
time crim es. The 
“ stay-at- 
homes” are vulnerable too. A 
look at crime statistics over 
the past years reveals that in 
the warm summer months the 
crim es of aggravated assault 
and forcible rape reach their 
peak. More persons out of doors 
in the late evening hours dur­ 
ing this season help account for 
this trend. 
Taking a long walk or a stroll 
in the park can be a pleasant 
pastime on a clear summer 
night. But it is well to remember 
that a poorly lighted street or 
a park not patrolled by the 
police can be a paradise for 
thugs who sneak from behind, 
club the victim over the head, 
and run off with a billfold or 
a purse. Not long ago a young 
couple walking in a city park 
one evening were approached 
by several youths. The gang 
pounced upon the two, beating 
the girl into unconsciousness. 
Her companion was rendered 
helpless by the attackers. 
In 
another instance, a man 
walking home alone from a ball 
game late one night was en­ 
countered by two men. “ Got 
a match?” one of them asked. 
Before he could answer, the 
thugs had thrown Mm on the 
sidewalk and begun stomping on 
him. As he lay there, they rifled 
Ms pockets for money. The 
vicious beating sent the sports 
fan to the hospital in a serious 
condition. 
The crim es of summertime 
are many and varied. Those 
who live as parasites on society 
are constantly plotting to take 
advantage of a lack of alert­ 
ness and caution on the part of 
our citizens. They welcome the 
all-too-common attitude of “ It 
can’t happen to m e.” 
The importance of Insuring that 
you don’t become one of their 
victim s 
cannot 
be 
overem­ 
phasized 
Be certain that you 
never give these culprits a help­ 
ing hand through your own care­ 
lessn ess. Don’t let yourself be 
counted among those of whom 
one of Shakespeare’s elves ex­ 
claimed;

transport between France and 
northern Italy. 
It means easier access - and 
thus a lure — for the tourist 
seeking a 
more 
comfortable 
route through the Alps. 
Thirteen workmen 
— eight 
Italians and five Frenchmen — 
were killed and scores injured 
in the six years it took to build 
the tunnel 11,400 feet below the 
snow-covered peak of the 15,-

Stevenson Ideal 
Politician for Some

WASHINGTON (AP) — Acflai 
E. Stevenson — Civilized, gen* 
tie, and articulate — was the 
ideal politician to a lot of people 
but, unfortunately for him, nev. 
er to enough people. 
And he appeared at the wrong 
time and against the wrong 
man. 
He truly represented some­ 
thing too seldom seen in Ameri­ 
can political life — the thinker 
— when he ran against Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and lost the 
presidency to him twice. 
The 1952 race wasn't a time 
for thinking. 
It was an emotional time. The 
country was tormented over the 
Korean War and split to its 
roots by McCarthyism with all 
that it meant in bewilderment, 
suspicion and revulsion. 
What Stevenson offered, with 
his often painfully polished 
language, was a self-examina- 
tion of the American conscience 
at a moment when Americans 
apparently felt they needed 
something else. 
That something else was a 
return to tranquility, of co­ 
hesion instead of division, and 
of proven strength in leader­ 
ship to eliminate misgivings. 
Eisenhower 
symbolized 
all 
those needs. 
Stevenson, governor of Illi­ 
nois, was almost unknown. 
Eisenhower, 
proven 
com­ 
mander and national hero, could 
be expected to restore sanity 
even if he had to knock heads 
together. And he was a friendly 
man who could be trusted not to 
engender new antagonisms. 
But 
Eisenhower 
probably 
could have beaten Stevenson 
under any circumstances, as he 
proved by winning again in 1956. 
Against someone else Stevenson 
might have done better. 
Yet, while Stevenson seemed 
a little in awe of Eisenhower in 
the first campaign, and minced 
a bit, in 1956 he was rougher on 
Eisenhower than John F. Ken­ 
nedy was on Richard M. Nixon 
in 1960. 
And in 1956 he did worse than 
in 1952.

For 
xample, he was

And in writing his campaign 
speeches he was extremely in­ 
decisive and self - conscious, 
endlessly changing and rear­ 
ranging as if wanting to make 
sure his literary hat would be 
on straight in the mirror of 
history.

Stevenson Ideal 
Politician for Some

WASHINGTON (AP) — Adlal 
E . Stevenson — Civilized, gen­ 
tle, and articulate — was the 
ideal politician to a lot of people 
but, unfortunately for him, nev­ 
er to enough people. 
And he appeared at the wrong 
time and against the wrong 
man. 
He truly represented some­ 
thing too seldom seen ^ A m e ri­ 
can political life — the thinker 
— when he ran against Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and lost 
the 
presidency to him twice. 
The 1952 race wasn't a time 
for thinking. 
It was an emotional tim e. The 
country was tormented over the 
Korean 
War and split to its 
roots by McCarthyism with all 
that it meant in bewilderment, 
suspicion and revulsion. 
What Stevenson offered, with 
his 
often 
painfully 
polished 
language, was a self-examina­ 
tion of the American conscience 
at a moment when Am ericans 
apparently 
felt 
they 
needed 
something else. 
That something else was a 
return to tranquility, 
of co­ 
hesion instead of division, and 
of proven strength in leader­ 
ship to eliminate misgivings. 
Eisenhower 
symbolized 
all 
those needs. 
Stevenson, governor of Illi­ 
nois, was alm ost unknown. 
Eisenhower, 
proven 
com­ 
mander and national hero, could 
be expected to restore sanity 
even if he had to knock heads 
together. And he was a friendly 
man who could be trusted not to 
engender new antagonisms. 
But 
Eisenhower 
probably 
could have beaten Stevenson 
under any circum stances, as he 
proved by winning again in 1956. 
Against someone el se Stevenson 
might have done better. 
Yet, while Stevenson seemed 
a little in awe of Eisenhower in 
the first campaign, and minced 
a bit, in 1956 he was rougher on 
Eisenhower than John F . Ken­ 
nedy was on Richard M .Nixon 
in 1960. 
And in 1956 he did worse than 
in 1952.
